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55 Speed Limit To Be Permanent, 'Pointless' 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The 55-mile-an-hour maximum speed 


limit will continue on Michigan roads, but motorists won't get 
;penalty points Tor exceeding it if they stay under the old speed 
limit on the highway. The Michigan legislature gave final 
.approval Wednesday to a bill making the lower limit permanent. 
At the same time, it beat back for apparently the final time at- 


'. tempts to penalize speeders with points on their drivers' licenses. 
; By a vote of 36-1, the Senate sent the bill to Gov. William 
- MUliken for his signature. Under pressure from Washington, the 
.'state must adopt the permanent limit by June 20 or risk the loss of 


some $200 million in federal highway funds. 


The bill's passage means that Michigan motorists will drive 


under the same conditions that have existed since the speed limit 
was lowered about a year ago to save fuel. That means drivers can 
be penalized by fines for exceeding 55 m.p.h.. but not by points 
until they exceed the old speed limit—65 m.p.h. on regular high- 
ways and 70 m.p.h. on freeways. 


When they go faster than that, the normal point system applies: 


two points for up to 10 m.p.h. over the old limit, three points for 
11-15 m.p.h. over, and four points for more thn 15 m.p.h. over. The

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point structure applies as always to violations of lower limits. For 
example, you still can be assessed a fine and two points for going 
45 in a 35 m.p.h. zone. 


Two more attempts were made Wednesday to attach points to 


the lower limit. The second, to assess one point for violations 
between 55 m.p.h. and the old limit, was favored 19-17 but fell a 
vote short of the 20 votes needed. The legislature, ignoring pleas 
by Milliken, Secretary of State Richard Austin and the State 
Police, has adamently refused to attach points, saying the reason 
for the lower limit-is to save fuel, not increase safety

About 2% hours later a bomb 


exploded in a building that 
houses the FBI office in 
Berkeley, about 50 miles to the 
north, the FBI said. A group 
calling itself the Red Guerrilla 
' Family claimed responsibility 
for the bomb that exploded in a 
.women's restroom one floor 


above the FBI office. 


Firemen in Berkeley said 


there 
was 
"substantial 


damage" to the 10th and llth 
floors. The bomb went off on the 
llth fjoor, and the FBI off ice. is 
on the 10th. 


Authorities said there were 


no injuries reported as a result 
of either incident and it was not 
known if there was any connec- 
tion between the blasts. 


An FBI spokesman said he 


had never heard 'of the Red 
-Guerrilla Family.

Ford Veto, New Look 
At Tax Cut Predicted

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Republican leader of the House, 
after talking with President 
Ford, predicts that Ford will 
veto the §24.8-billion, tax cut 
package and indicates that the 
President is reconsidering the 
whole idea of a tax cut. 


The leader, Rep. John J. 


Rhodes, R-Ariz.,' made his 
prediction late Wednesday after 
Congress approved one of the 
largest tax cuts in UiS. history. 
The package was designed to 
fight the recession by giving 
taxpayers more money. 


Rebate checks for 1974 taxes 


Would begin arriving 45 days 
after the bill was signed into law 
and reduced payroll withhold- 
ing to reflect 1975 tax cuts would 
begin May 1. 


The House approved the bill 


287 to 125 and the Senate 
followed shortly before mid- 
night EDT with a 45-16 vote to 
send it on to the White House. 
Congress then began a 10-day 


Easter recess, a fact that con- 
tributed to the fairly light at- 
tendance in the Senate. 


While House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said earlier that 
Ford would make no decision 
"for at least several days" on 
whether to veto the bill. Another 
White House spokesman said 
today the President did not ex- 
pect to lake any action on the 
tax bill today. 


The spokesman said the 


President received a copy of the 
bill late Wednesday night with 
several hand written comments 
in the margins and that he was 
awaiting a full clean copy of the 
bill sometime today. 


However, after talking with 


Ford late Wednesday, Rhodes 
predicted a veto and said: "I 
imagine the President is recon- 
sidering not only any tax cut bill 
but the whole idea of a tax cut in 
this frame of the economy." 


It was not immediately clear 


what Rhodes meant by "this 
frame 
of 
the 
economy." 


Democrats warned Ford that a 


veto would be a mistake. 


Ford and administration of- 


ficials have said congressional 
tax cut proposals are too large 
and thus might fuel inflation. 
And 
.they 
have 
opposed 


provisions which repeal of part 
of the oil depletion allowance. 


The final S24.8-billion bill 


hammered out earlier Wednes- 
day 
by

conference committee, is subs- 
tantially higher than the S16.2- 
billion plan put forth by Ford. 
The final package represents a

billion Senate proposal and a 
S19.8-billion House plan.

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U.S. Trade 
Surplus Sets 
New Record 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A sharp drop in oil imports gave the 


United States its biggest monthly foreign trade surplus on record 
in February, the government reported today. 
; 


The Commerce Department said its international trade account 


figures showed total imports slipped 18.2 per cent, overcoming;by 
a wide margin a 6.6 per cent drop in exports. 
; - 


The result was a $917 million trade surplus. The figure marked 


a sharp reversal in January's S210.5 million deficit. 
- ^ • 


January's sharp rise in oil imports to a record 285 million 


barrels, attributed to importers' eagerness to beat a Feb.-l 
increase in import tariffs by 81 a barrel, was the primary factor in 
that deficit. 


The drop in February imports to 156 million barrels was an ap- 


parent response to the buildup of stocks in January.

The trade balance surplus was some of the best news in months 


for the beleaguered U.S. dollar, which had been eroding steadily in 
foreign markets. Speculation that trade performance figures 
would show immrovement today had pushed the dollar up on some 
international markets Wednesday. 


A trade surplus means more money is being spent on the na- 


tion's domestic goods and thus means less money is being 
siphoned out of its recession-plagued economy overseas. 


Despite February's improvement, the balance for the first two 


months of the year still lags behind the same period last year when 
the surplus was $885.1 million. The nation concluded last year with 
its second worst trade deficit on record and a worse deficit is ex- 
pected by the end of this year.

Whcuiks To Lowered Limit 


Thousands 
of 
Americans 
who 


should have been traffic statistics in 
1974 are alive in '75, thanks to. a. 
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variety of factors. 


According to a preliminary study 


by the National Safety Council, 17,060 
traffic fatalities occurred between 
May 1 and August 31 last year, the 
peak driving months, compared with 
20,630 for the same period in 1973. 


More than half the savings of lives, 


says the Council, can be attributed to 
reduced vehicle speeds, or about 10 
percentage points out of a total 17 per 
cent reduction. 


Even though a majority of drivers 


in a five-state sample taken during 
the study period weren't complying 
with the 55-mile-per hour limit in 
rural areas, they did slow down from 
their 1973 speeds — from 70.2 mph to 
62 mph. More drivers. also were 
traveling at about the same pace on 
the highway, 
which produced 
a 


smoother traffic flow and lessened the 
probability of accidents. 


Less travel and less night driving, 


fewer occupants per vehicle and 
greater use of safety belts each con- 
tributed 
two 
percenlage 
points. 


"Unknown factors" added another 
two points, which would have made a 
total of 18. 


Unfortunately, 
a traffic 
fatality 


increase of one percentage point had 
to be subtracted from the total, 
caused by increased use of motor- 
.cycles and small cars and increased 
mileage by younger drivers.

With all this paperwork, there 


is a paucity of information on 
essential economic and social 
matters. 


Many reports are not read and 


much of the material called for 
is filed away, never to get to 
where 
it 
could 
be 
used. 


Ironically, despite the moun- 
tains of material, a great deal of 
the information collected is 
wrong or much of what is need- 
ed is not asked for, or is asked 
for in an unusuable form. 


In many cases, there is no.of- 


fice to take advantage of what is 
collected. Phillip S. Hughes. 
Assistant Comptroller General 
of the United States, says that 
"during a study of data collec- 
tion in the energy area, we 
found ... no central agency in 
the government responsible for 
directing or coordinating the 
collection of energy- data, nor . . 
. any agency whose principal 
responsibility . . . (was) the 
analysis of energy data, as such.

In 1988, at the request of the 


Budget Bureau, an interagency 
task force set out to cut grant- 
ih-aid processing time. This .ef- 
fort yielded a remarkable 43 per

George Benton, building trades: 
and Webster Durfee, industrial 
education. 


Announcement of layoffs for 


the 1975-76 school year was not 
unexpected. The layoffs result 
from defeat of a 1.91-mill extra 


operating tax March 18. The tax 
would have raised $252,000. A 
23.09-mill renewal of an operat- 
ing tax was approved at the 
same election.

April 18 has been set as the 


date for oral arguments on ap- 
'peal motions by both the college 
and the Michigan attorney 
general. 
' 


Filed last October, the mo- 


tions appeal a ruling of Federal 
District Judge Noel Fox, Grand 
Rapids, that the faculty's suit 
for reinstatment and damages 
against the college was to be 
sent to Berrien circuit court. 
Judge Fox held in a ruling made 
. last September that the college 
officials were "too biased" to 
determine if the teachers acted 
illegally under Michigan law in 
striking, and that the circuit 
court should decide that issue. 
The federal judge said if the 
circuit court finds the teachers 
.acted legally in striking they 
Would be entitled to reins- 
tatement and damages. If the 
strike action is found illegal 
under state law, the firings 
would stand. 


A three-judge pahel in the 


Grand Rapids federal district 
court had held earlier that a 
federal constitutional question 
was not involved in the teachers 
claim. The original suit con- 
tended the no-strike provision of 
the state law was a violation of 
the teachers rights under the 
federal constitution. 


In its appeal, the college 


claims the federal court judge 
does not have the power to 
remand a federal court action to 
a state court. It also asks a 
review of the findings of fact in 
Judge Fox's opinion, including 
the contention the college trus- 
tees were too biased to decide 
the teachers' claim of the right 
to strike. 


The state attorney general's 


appeal is parallel and similar to 
the college's. The attorney 
general 
became 
an 
added 


defendant to the faculty suit 
because of the implications of 
any decision upon the Michigan 
Public Employment Relations 
act. This act forbids state 
employes from striking. 


The original suit was filed by 


42 teachers who were fired after 
they failed to end a strike that 
started in March of 1973.

ded. The land was bought by the 
firm in the 1940s and involves 
about 250 acres. 


If the permit is issued by the 


.city , Geng said sand mining 
operations 
would 
begin 


immediately. The firm already 
has a mining operation off Red 
Arrow highway. 


Allowing the firm to mine the 


dunes would mean "it is going 
to be a valuable piece of 
property for future residential 
usj," he said. 


Geng said he has worked with 


state legislators in drafting 
proposed 
legislation 
which 


would restrict and control sand 
mining operations along the 
shoreline. 


Surrounding the sand mine 


' would be a buffer of dunes 


which would not be mined by 
the company, according to Ar- 
nold A. Alekna, director of the 
sand mining operations for 
Martin Marietta. 


The buffer would help prevent 


blowing sand and encroachment

I assume that the operation 


that you are putting off is ah 
elective one. By this I mean one 
that has no special urgency and 
can be done at any time. 


If the surgery you need is 


imperative you are doing your- 
self a great injustice by con- 
verting your problem into a 
complicated one. 


There are no pre-operative 


tests for allergy to specific 
anesthetics. This, in fact, does 
not present any real problem! 
.There are many safety devices 
that now remove the major 
hazards of anesthesia. 


Before any surgery is done, 


the 
heart 
and 
lungs 
are 


carefully 
checked. 
Blood 


studies and urinalysis, as well 
as other tests, are routinely 
performed in order to give the 
surgeon 
and 
the 


anesthesiologist an accurate 
profile of the patient's health 
status. 


If any abnormalities exist, 


surgery may be delayed until 
they are corrected. The choice 
of 
anesthesia 
is 
carefully 


selected by the anesthesiologist 
based on these findings. There 
are many new and old anesthe- 
tic gases which may. be used 
singly or in combination with 
drugs to insure maximum 
safety. 


You should not 
be 
em- 


barrassed by your fear of 
anesthesia. 
Many 
patients 


express the fear that they'll 
wake up during an operation. 
Others are terrified by- the 
unknown. Still others are afraid

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Michigan should worry more about 


hanging on to the industry it lias than attracting new business 
through a proposed business privilege tax. a Chrysler official 
said. 
f . . 


"You haw to keep what you have first, and you can't afford to 


have those who are here in 'effect subsidize anybody new who 
conies in." said Brian O'Keefe. assistant corporate comptroller 
for Chrysler. 


O'Keefe spoke Wednesday before the House Taxation Commit- 


tee which is considering a bill to replace eight business taxes with 
one business privilege lax on profits and payrolls. 


Gov. William Milliken' proposed the change as part of his 


proposed 1975-1976 budget. He says the one tax would simplify the 
state's business lax structure, attract- new industry' by encourag- 
ing expansion, and generate a one-time $180 million cash flow for 
Michigan. 


Budget director Gerald Miller said the tax would involve a two 


per cent rate against a base computed by taking the sum of 
profits, labor costs including payroll, rent and interest. It 
provides a 100 per cent capital acquisition write-off in the fist year 
of a new project. Miller said this will encourage expansion and 
help create more jobs, which he called the state's top priorities. 


He said the tax would be a more stable source of revenue in a 


fluctuating economy and except for the one-time cash flow will 
generate the same $800 million annually the current taxes 
produce. 


O'Keefe said the proposed tax would increase Chrysler's lax bill 


and sharply increase taxes for businesses that were losing money.

Taking the blood was uncons- 


titutional search and seizure, 
the appeals court said. The 
ruling upheld a decision by 
Wexford Counts' Circuit Court 
Judge William Peterson to 
suppress the blood test as 
evidence in a civil suit by 
William Eugene McNitt against 
Citco Drilling Co. and Jeffrey

McNitt is administrator of the 


estate of Terry McNitt, who died 
after an automobile collision

While Terry McNitt was un- 


conscious and undergoing sur- 
gery at Cadillac's Mercy Hospi- 
tal, a blood sample was taken at 
the request of State Police, the 
appeals court said. McNitt died 
without regaining conscious- 
ness. 


McNitt "never consented to 


the taking of the blood sample. 
The blood was not extracted in 
connection with medical treat- 
ment of the deceased. There 
was no criminal prosecution in- 
volved. Nor was a search 
warrant obtained authorizing 
the taking of the blood sample," 
the appeals court said. 


"Thus, the evidence obtained 


in violation of the decedent's 
right of security of the person 
was 
properly 
ordered 


suppressed," the court said.

Faisal was assassinated in his 
office and not during a public 
audience being held in the 
Monarchy Council Chamber as 
previously reported.

There was no improvement in 


the outlook for the Cambodian 
government, either. The Khmer 
Rouge moved American 105mrn 
howitzers they captured from 
the Cambodian army back into 
range of the Phnom Penh air- 
port, and rockets and artillery ' 
rounds killed 13 Cambodians 
and wounded 25 at the field 
today. It was the first time in 


more than 10 days lhat the in- 
surgents used artillery as well 
as rockets, but the U.S. airlift of 
rice, fuel and ammunition con- 
tinued. 


The Saigon command said 


Tain Quan, a district capital on 
the coast of Binh Dinh 120 miles 
southeast of Da Nang. was lost 
after a seven-hour-assault. 


Much of Binh Dinh is already 


under Communist control, and 
the command reported heavy 
attacks on at least three other 
government positions in the 
province. They included Binh 
Klie, a district capital 25 miles 
inland from Qui Nhon, which is 
South Vietnam's third largest 
city and a major port. Binh Khe 
was hit by 600 artillery and 
rocket rounds that destroyed 50 
homes but wounded only five 
persons, the command said.

provide additional military aid 


for Cambodia and South Viet- 
nam, but the prospects are 
highly uncertain because of 
substantial sentiment among 
the majority Democrats against 
further aid, particularly for 
Cambodia. 


Some Republican members of 


Congress have criticized the 
Democrats for failing to act on 
Ford's Indochina aid request 
before the recess. 


Soon after the recess, the 


Senate is to debate a bill to 
provide $82.5 million for Cam- 
bodia, much less than the S222 
million asked by the President. 
The House Committee on Inter- 
national Relations has opposed 
that bill but may reconsider.

Similar proposals 
are being considered in the 
Senate. 


The House will resume debate 


after the recess on a bill to boost 
subsidies for school lunches. 


The House has passed a §5.9 


billion appropriations bill con- 
taining large new allotments for 
public service jobs and for 
public.works projects with high 
employment potential. 


The Senate Appropriations 


Committee is expected to con- 
sider this soon after the recess. 
The Administration has asked 
that it be cut back sharply.

tons try to win the pools each 
week by predicting Saturday 
soccer results, particularly 
seeking to pick eight matches 
that end in tied scores. 


The odds a'gainst a spec- 


tacularly big win have been 
calculated at around 80 million 
to one. But it is possible to win 
a million dollars with bet of 
only a few cents. 


In "The Pools Winners," 


published by Caliban Books, 
Smith and Razzell report on 
two years spent investigating 
thb reality behind everyone's 
dream of sudden, massive 
wealth. 


They traced nearly 200 per- 


sons who had won at least the 
equivalent of $380,000. and ob- 
tained interviews with 89 of 
them. To compare their lives 
with less fortunate Britons, 


each one was matched with a 
nonwinner of the same age, sex 
and social background; select- 
ed from the general population. 


Nearly three times as many 


winners were found to be 
divorced or separated as non-. 
winners. 


"My husband went mad,'' 


one suddenly rich housewife 
said. "He was out all the time, 
never back for lunch or dinner, 
and he started going out with 
other women." 


Many winners experienced 


boredom after giving up work 
and some took to the bo.ttle, at 
least one dying of alcoholism. 
Richard 
Taylor, 
who won 


S750,000 told the sociologists: 
"It crippled me, really crippled 
me. 


"For about 2V£ years I was a 


total drunk from morning to 
night. I used to get up in the 
morning and drink about half a 
pint of brandy for breakfast, 
straight out of a cup."

and certain other pensioners 
and welfare recipients. 


-Credit, up to $2,000, on 1975 


taxes of S per cent of the 
purchase price of a new home. A 
new home is defined as one 
completed or being built as of 
March 25. 


—Repeal of the oil depletion 


allowance for major oil and gas 
producers. Repeal means the 
end of the tax break that 
allowed producers to escape 
taxes on 22 per cent of their 
gross revenue. The provision 
saves the major and the smaller 
independent producers some 
$2.5 billion in taxes annually. 
Independents 
keep 
the 


allowance. 


—An increase in the 1975 


minimum standard deduction, 
which along with the $750 per- 
sonal exemption sets a floor 
below which there are no taxes. 
The deduction would rise from 
$1,300 to $1,600 for an individual 
and to $1,900 for a couple. 


If the taxpayer chooses to use 


the maximum standard deduc- 
tion instead of itemizing deduc- 
tions, he can take 16 per cent of 
his income instead of the 
present 15 per cent, with a 
ceiling of $2,300 for a single 
person and $2,600 for a couple. 


The veto debate was joined by 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee. He said a Ford veto 
would be a "very bad mistake." 


Pointing out that congres- 


sional negotiators had sharply 
trimmed the $34.4-billion tax 
bill voted by the Senate last 
week, 
Long 
said: "The 


President will not be able to 
write his own ticket and have it 
all his way with this Congress." 


Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 


chairman of the House Ways 


and Means Committee, said 
"the President should be over- 
joyed" about the final vers'ion. 
Ullman said he thought Ford 
would sign the bill. 


However, Sen. Robert Dole, 


R-Kan., said Ford would be 
tempted to veto the bill after 
looking at a key House vote 
during preliminary maneuvers 
Wednesday night. By a vote of 
214 to 197, the House rejected a 
motion to return the bill to the 
House-Senate conferees. 


The margin was far too small 


to override a veto and provided 
some indication that a substan- 
tial number of House members 
object to all or part of the bill, 
although more of them ended up 
voting for it on the final ballot. 


Some Republican lawmakers 


met with Ford on Wednesday 
afternoon and urged him to veto 
the bill on the ground that it 
would fuel inflation. 


Through the partial repeal of 


the 
petroleum 
" depletion 


allowance and limitations on the 
foreign tax credit for overseas 
petroleum income, the bill 
raises a total of $2 billion in 
revenue for the Treasury. This 
leaves the Treasury with a net 
$22.8-billion reduction.

Feller, Robinson 
Buried Hatchet 


CLEVELAND (AP) - 


Bob Feller says he and 
Jackie Robinson buried the 
hatchet, ending one of 
baseball's bitterest feuds, 
before Jackie's death in 
1972. 


"We got together at a 


celebrity golf tournament," 
the 56 year-old Hall of Fame 
pitcher 
disclosed. 
"He 


talked to me about his son, 
who was having trouble. I 
talked to him about my 
three boys. 


"We discovered that our 


arguments were petty. Both 
of us admitted our errors. 
When Jackie died, we were 
good friends." 


Robinson, who broke th 


racial barrier in major 
league'baseball, and Feller, 
one of the game's all-time 
pitching greats, for years 
carried on a running word 
battle which erupted into an 
explosion at the All-Star 
game in Washington, D.C., 
in 1969. 


Appearing at a press 


luncheon, 
attended 
by 


several 
Hall 
of Fame 


members "the fiery Robin- 
son blasted baseball for its 
.failure to name a black 
major league manager and 
put blacks in the front of- 
fice. 


Feller, on the dais, react- 


ed sharply. 


"The trouble with Jackie 


is that he thinks baseball 
owes 
him 
something 


because he is black," Feller 
charged. "Baseball owes 
me nothing, it owes Jackie 
nothing. 


"The Constitution doesn't 


guarantee 
any 
group 


special privilege. Besides, 
baseball has done a lot for 
the colored race." 


Robinson responded that 


"Feller has his head in the 
sand." 


Feller said the feud began 


in 1946, the year before 
Robinson broke in with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, and 
grew out of an incident in

tour involving 


white and black teams. " 


"Jackie was getting a lot 


of publicity at the time 
since it was known he was 
being groomed to be the 
first Negro in big league 
baseball,'-' Feller recalled.

You will need a 
coordinator, a buyer, a driver, a 
cashier, sorters and. probably, 
baby sitters. 


Who does what? 
COORDINATOR: 
Whoever 


holds this position acts like the 
manager of a store, giving order 
forms to members, collecting 
the completed forms and money 
to pay for the supplies and 
making sure assignments are 
carried out. The coordinator al- 
so must check with wholesalers 
to find out weekly prices and 
must determine how much of 
everything to buy. 


You probably will have to \isit 


the wholesaler in person, rather 
than trying to deal over the 
phnne. The wholesaler will 
provide a form or invoice listing 
products for sale and the size of 
lots in which they can be 
bought. There also will be space 
for filling in current prices. 


The coordinator uses invoices 


from several wholesalers to 
make up a basic order form for 
members, listing things like 
quantity ordered, estimated 
price and actual price. 


Wholesalers usually do not 


sell individual units, dealing in- 
stead in crates and cases. The 
coordinator will have to strike a 
balance between the amount or- 
dered by members and the lot 
that a wholesaler will sell. 


Suppose for example, there 


are 12 co-op members and each 
orders one dozen eggs. But the 
wholesaler sells eggs only by 


the crate and each crate has 15 
dozen eggs. It is up to the coor- 
dinator to add the extra three 
dozen eggs to the purchase list 
to make up the full lot. 


You will have to work out a 


system for distribution of these 
extras. Some co-ops have a 
"free" box, offering whatever'is 
left over to whoever wants it, at 
no additional charge. 


BUYER: The buyer is res- 


ponsible for making the actual 


purchase from the wholesaler 
and for checking comparative 
retail prices ahead of time. 
Prices vary from day to day and 
a supermarket special may oc- 
casionally be cheaper than the 
wholesale offering. The buyer 
than strikes the item involved 
from her purchase list. You will 
have to pick a specified day 
every week or two weeks- to go 
shopping.

DRIVER: The driver is res- 


ponsible for taking the buyer 
and 
the - cashier 
to 
the 


wholesaler and bringing the 
goods to a central location for 
later distribution. 


CASHIER: The cashier has to 


determine the exact prices- to be 
charged to members, based on 
what the buyer paid on any 
particular day. The cashier then 
figures out — on the basis of 
monev advanced and amounts 


ordered — who gets a 
and who owes extra. 


SORTERS: The sorters will 


have to break up the lots ac-

Members provide their own 
bags, boxes and egg cartons.

TOK\'() (;\P) — A spriiiK labor offensive swim tu IK- shaping up 


in Japan \\ilh profit-short employers coming under pressure from 
workers for the same fat pay increases they have been receiving in 
recent years. 


Nearly all labor union contracts expire in April or May and brief 


strikes, railway slowdowns and tough negotiations have brcnme as 
much a part of spring in Japan as viewing the cherry blossoms. 
The Japanese unions won a 32 per cent average wage increase lasl 
.war and seek wage hikes of 25-30 per cent this spring. 


The government and big business leaders have pledged to hold 


wage gains to about 15 per cent. But several experts estimate that 
the eventual settlements will give workers a 20-22 per cent gain. 
The average hourly wage in Japan is equivalent in yen to about 
$2.35. higher than in most European nations but a little lower than 
what the typical West German worker receives. The average 
American worker gets more than $4 an hour. 


Prime Minister Takeo Miki's government is convinced that 


another big wage increase will set off more inflation and make 
Japan's goods too expensive for some foreign buyers. That is why 
Miki has continued an anti-inflationary policy which has turned 
business sour, leaving more than one million unemployed. He also 
hopes it has created a climate for keeping wage gains moderate. 


"In a way. they want to keep the companies barefoot and preg- 


nant so they cannot pay big wage increases," said an American 
economist in Tokyo. "The labor offensive is more important now 
than last year because it is really the key to controlling Japan's 


inflation." he added.

Prices shot up at an annual rate of nearly 25 per cent for much 


of lasl year, giving Japan the worst inflation of any major indus- 
trial nation. The United States rate was about 11 per cent and West 
Gtttnany's was about 7 per cent. It now appears that the govern- 
ment's policies are bringing Japan's soaring prices under control. 
Tokyo's consumer prices in February were up just 13 per cent 
from a year earlier and wholesale prices have fallen for two con- 
secutive months. 


From now on union leaders are expected to encourage the 


rank-and-fik1 workers to let off a lot of steam in demonstrations, 
protest meetings and perhaps occasional strikes as wage nego- 
tiating goes on. several sources said. They say many labor leaders 
realize the companies cannot pay big wage increases, but want the 
workers to feel everything possible is being done. 


However, the "strikes" in Japanese factories are likely to be 


after working hours or conducted in other ways that do not hinder 
production. The Japanese look on a strike fundamentally as a 
demonstration of dissatisfaction, rather than a withdrawal of labor 
to force action. 


Each Japanese company has its own union, rather than huge 


unions covering entire industries. This way of organization usually 
leads to moderation and mutual understanding, since the union 
"doesn't want to kill the goose that lays the golden egg," said one 
foreign economist. "There are real negotiations, but they are not 
ones of table banging. It is more like tea drinking." he said. 


"I don't think the wage agreements are the product of strikes 


and demonstrations. They are the result of talks between union 


leaders and executives who respect each other,"Jn said. The na- 
tional railway and other state-run enterprises form the one area 
where labor militancy seems to be growing'and damaging 
disruptions occur. 


Despite their aggressive outward stance, these public .workers 


are expected eventually to accept pay increases similar to those of 
the private workers. The nationwide spring wage negotiations 
began about 20 years ago and now involve all of Japan's 12 million 
union members. Altogether there are about 52 million working 
people. 


The steel companies and a few other basic industries usually 


settle first and the rest of the unions and companies fall into line 
with increases similar to those of the trend-setters. Japan's wages 
went up about 5 per cent annually in the late 1950s. The increases 
were a little more than 10 per cent a year in the early 1960s. They 
started climbing sharply in 1967. when there was a 12 per cent 
boost. Workers got an 18 per cent increase in 1970, about 20 per 
cent in 1973 and then the huge 32 per cent gain last spring, when 
they demanded that their wages keep ahead of inflation. 


The increases were possible because of the high productivity of 


Japanese industry, the comparatively low wage base from which 
the Japanese started after the war, and a shortage of workers. 
Businessmen argue that such gains are no longer realistic because 
the economy is not growing, sales are off, profits are declining and 
unemployment is growing. 


Spokesmen for the big labor confederations say the businessmen 


have wealth left over from their high-profit days that can be used 
for payrolls.

ed side effects, Kaplan says. 
And it also helps asthmatics 
who are not victims of allergies.

allergies, the NIAID yearly 
budget for research in allergy is 
only $3.5 million, about 10 cents 
per sufferer.

INVESTORS' GUIDE 
An Investment Plan 
For Three Goals 


By SAM SHULSKY 


Q. A young widow of 20 with 


an infant wants to invest a total 
of $30,000 to provide both a lump 
sum and an income for the child 
in 20 years and an income for 
herself at that same time. 


A. Although you set three 


different goals over the next two 
decades, this all boils down to 
how best to invest capital which 
will be called upon in 20 years, 
with no income needed until the 
end of that period. There are 
two different approaches. The 
child's money could be put into 
a long-term savings certificate 
with the interest remaining in 
the account and thus being 
compounded: or into AAA bonds 
with the semi-annual interest 
banked. 
Taxes 
would 
be 


negligible or nonexistent, which 
means all the money would be 
kept at "full employment." For 
that matter the same could be 
done with the widow's portion, 
although here there may be 
some income tax consideration. 


An alternative — while I am 


always reluctant to take chances 
with a widow's money — would 
be to put all. or part of the 
$30,000 into highest quality 
equity securities. In the case of 
the child, it is indicated that the 
goal is to meet college expenses. 
Judging by the way these fees 
have been going up in recent 
years, it is pretty dear that no 
simple compounding of 6.or 7 
per cent a year is going to meet 
completely tuition bills and 
other college expenses in the 
last decade of the century. As 
for the widow herself, her goal 
must be to arrive at the end of 
the 20 years with as much 
money then to put into income- 
providing securities as she can 
achieve. 


I realize that this is a much 


more "iffy" program than, fur 
example, putting all the money 
into savings or into AAA bonds. 
The big problem here is infla- 
tion, which we must assume will 
continue although in varying1 


degrees. The choice is clearly 
between a llk to &\~> per cent 
annual increment or taking a 
chance on achieving a substan- 
tial growth in capital via com- 
mon shares. I am sure ar- 
guments could be found on 
either side. 
STUCK WITH SCOTCH 


Q. I wrote to a whiskey as- 


sociation in Scotland for help in 
selling

receipts. I received no answer. 
What can you tell me? 


A. As far as I know this as- 


sociation is both reputable and 
active. Perhaps it has gotten 
tired of trying to help unsophis- 
ticated investors who thought 
Ihey could make a killing by, 
holding whiskey. Why not 
approach a doim'slic distiller 
niul sec what he will offer you 
for your rcccipls. 
NO DIVIDENDS 


Q. I have stock in a company 


which makes a good profit but 
pays no dividends. Isn't there a 
law which requires payment of 
dividends from profits? 


A. There are. tax rulings that 


limit the amount of profit which 
may be withheld by the-cor- 
I»ration. but don't bank on its 
forcing out dividends in every 
case. 
BANKRUPT FIRM 


Q. I have stock in companies 


which have gone bankrupt and 
for which I can find no market. 
Can 1 claim the loss on my April 
15 tax report? 


A. I would. But be sure to get 


a letter from your broker saying 
that there is no market nor the 
stock. You may find that any 
subsequent recovery will be 
taxable. 


USE MARKET VALUE? 


Q. I bought some insurance 


stock in 1963 for 54,805. The next • 
year I received a 10-share stock 
dividend worth $585 on which I 
paid income tax. My company 
was then taken over by another 
company whose stock I received 
in exchange. The shares I 
received had a market value as 
of that time of $7,425. Last 
month I sold out at $4,167. Do I 
use the market value at the time 
of the exchange to determine 
my loss or do I go back to the 
original purchase price.? 


A. You go back to the original 


price of $4.805 which gives you a 
loss of $658. long-term. 


What mystifies me is what 


prompted you to pay income 
taxes on the 10 shares you 
received as a stock dividend. 
Thai was not taxable income, 
but rather a dilution of your 
stock. It seems to me you ought 
to ask IRS about getting a credit 
for that payment. 


TWO PREFERREDS 


Q. 
Please 
explain 
the 


difference between cumulative 
preferred 
and 
convertible 


preferred stock. 


A. A cumulative preferred is 


one which accumulates any un- 
paid dividends as a claim 
against the stock. These unpaid 
dividends must be paid before 
the common slock of the com- 
pany can receive any dividends. 


A convertible preferred is one 


which may be exchanged — at 
the investor's opt inn — for 
common shares of the company. 
Preferred stocks may or may 
not be cumulative: may or may 
not be convertible. There are, of 
course, preferreds which are 
both cumulative and converti- 
ble.
